It all de­ 
pends on the particular patient. 
The whole subject of blood pres­ 
sure, Dr. W olpert said, is grossly 
exaggerated in the public's mind. 
It’s sim ply one part of tile exam i­ 
nation 
process, along w ith 
such 
things as taking the tem perature 
and looking at the tongue, which 
tell a story when put together. No 
one of the m easurem ents, taken by 
itself, has much significance. 
And 
do you 
rem em ber 
green 
apples? They're supposed to cense 
stom ach aches. Is th a t tru e? 
No, said Dr. W olpert. T he taste 
of a green apple is so ta rt that 
m ost persons swallow a bite w ith­ 
out chew ing it adequately. The big 
lump of apple, not the skin. pro­ 
duces the stom ach ache.

potatoes or beef steak? 
The answ er, believe It or not, is 
m ashed potatoes. They are a starch, 
and all starches need to Blay in 
the m outh for a decent period to J 
get a thorough application of the 
digestive Juices.

starch ? In medical analysis, there

That’s the way everyone who knew 
about them spoke of them—"The 
Colonel and the Corporal".

people who asked about the colonel 
ever failed to add: "And how’s 
that corporal of his, too?” 
Close friendships between off! 
cera and men are unusual in army 
life, but not exactly rare. 
Differ 
enc es In rank ordinarily make too 
high a hurdle for such friendships 
b ecau se of the grinding social dis­ 
tinction drawn in military circles 
by 
an 
Inflexible 
caste 
system 
which is as old a* war. 
But the friendship of "The Col 
onpl and the Corporal" was a bat 
Upfield friendship, not a 
parlor 
friendship, and it was built on a 
mutual trust and loyalty in time 
of danger that had been tested and 
found steel-true in more than one 
combat. 
They belonged to an outfit of 
picked men who were assigned the 
most perilous of missions, tasks 
which r*>quired brains, a sense of 
battle time aud stoutness of heart 
as well as muscle. 
The colonel was an organizer of 
high ability, a sensitive, skilled 
planner.

Other soldiers often kidded the 
corporal for his almost dog-like 
devotion to his officer. 
He never 
resented it. 
"I would go with him anywhere," 
he always answered. "Anywhere 
he wanted." 
Nobody guessed as the war wore 
on to its close that the colonel 
wa* cracking. 
The days of strain 
in the field and the midnight hours 
of planning wore him down.

be seemed as light and easy as 
ever. 
He never gave the usual 
signs—temper outbursts, nervous 
irritability over Small matters.

CHICAGO—Japan 
will 
recover 
from the war faster than the United J 
Prates, according to Dr. John W. 
Stanton, Northwestern universityj 
science professor. 
History has shown that agricul­ 
tural nations recover from war 
falter than industrial countries, Dr. i 
Stanton, former war departm ent 
consultant on Japan said. 
Before the war, he Bald, two- 
thirds of the Japanese people were 
engaged In agriculture and fishing 
and a third in industry and com­ 
merce, compared with two-thirds 
in German industry and similarly] 
high proportions in U. S. and Brit­ 
ish industry. 
"Employment of demobilized Jap­ 
anese soldiers will not be a se­ 
rious problem, as it will for Amar-] 
iran 
veterans,” Dr. Stanton ex­ 
plained, "because the majority are 
peasants who will return to the 
land or to fishing.” 
Russia will lead the world In re-j 
covery from 
the war. he 
said, 
largely because It Is so vast and 
so heavily agricultural. 
Dr. Stanton said that tax reduc­ 
tions for the Japanese, who no 
longer need billions for arm aments, 
also will hasten their recovery. 
This burden will be shifted to the 
American taxpayer, who will pay 
for the occupation forces, he added. 
“If occupation forces are main­ 
tained for IO or 20 years to Insure 
against m ilitarists regaining a foot­ 
hold, such a fast Japanese resov- 
ery should be reassuring rather 
than a cause for worry, because it 
will allay economic discontent and 
war hatreds,” he concluded.

and Noble and MaJ. Joe Ganahl. 
were three of the finest combat 
officers in my command. Ganahl.

Stories of their indomitable spirit 
reached us in whispered reports 
from men who had seen them ori 
had first-hand information of w h at: 
they accomplished. 
But at last Noble and Moses de­ 
cided to surrender.

long last, to the constant appeals 
to them by the Japs to surrender.

up the coastal road with what 
busses I was able to give him. 
But that night of Dec. 21-21 th* 
Japs landed 16 more transports 
just south of Bauang and along the 
shores pf Lingayen gulf down as 
far as Agoo, which faced the lith 
division's right flank. 
One Jap 
landing force moved Inland behind 
the more northerly section of Col. 
Bonnett's north-going command. 
The Japs hit Col. Bonnett on the 
morning of Dec. 22 and simultane­ 
ously put heavy pressure on the 
right flank of the lith , which was 
to the south of Col. Bonnett at 
San Fabian. 
Knowing that Col. Bonnett’s po­ 
sition was untenable, I ordered the 
lower portion of his force, which 
was going north, to turn and come 
back down the coastal plain, pass 
Rosario and regain the compara­ 
tive 
safety of our right flank 
stretching along the base of Lin- 
gayan gulf. 
As for Col. Bonnett himself and 
his more northerly force. I ordered 
that they continue north to Bau­ 
ang, get on the Nagullian road 
which winds up the mountains to 
Baguio, and then come back to us 
through a south-bound mountain 
road known as the Kennon road. 
I made it plain that Col. Bonnett 
must 
negotiate 
this 
circuitous 
route with as much speed as pos­ 
sible; that it was imperative (as I 
will expain a bit later) that he and 
his men be oat of the K < u m rood 
by dark on the 22nd. 
S 
OMETHING went wrong. 
Col. 
Bonnett went up the snaking 
Nagullan road to Baguio all right, 
successfully 
evading 
the 
enemy 
force then coming down from Vi­ 
gan. 
But he halted his men at 
Baguio for food and rest. 
I had no way of knowing that 
he did this, for I even then was 
planning a maneuver which might 
blunt the Jap force or lessen Its 
effectiveness, 
but 
if 
the 
latter 
had to be the case I would have 
to sacrifice the Kennon road—Col. 
Bonnett’s eecape route. 
My plan was to hit the south­ 
bound 
Jap 
spearhead 
with 
the 
best-seasoned men in my command 
—the 26th cavalary—and at the 
same time contain the forces which 
were landing in the vicinity of 
Damortis (on the eastern beaches 
and half-way down Lingayen gulf). 
These latter forces, linked with 
even more southerly landings, were 
the ones threatening to cave in 
the llth ’s right flank near San 
Fabian. 
The 26th got up to Damortis and 
hit the Japs landing there, and 
others coming from the north, with 
all it had. With a little mora punch 
and fortune, the 26th might have 
sprayed the Jape all over the coas­ 
tal plain. 
But the enemy called for planes, 
which strafed our men and horses 
without fear of aerial counter-at­ 
tack. We lost more of our few 
first-class fighting men thai day at 
Damortis, and a number of fine 
horses. Including my “Little Boy”, 
who took a bullet through his head. 


MAJ. T. J. H. TR A P N E LL 
Ha came out of it advt. 
A1failed there was that lank sup­ 
port I tried to give it fell far be­ 
low expectations. The tanks, stan­ 
dard seven-ton light tanks of that 
day, were operating In my area but 
were under independent command 
of Brig.

But on its alternate mission the 
26th more than made good. When 
it withdrew it succeeded in pulling 
the Japs to the eastward toward 
Ros&rlo, fighting gallant delaying 
actions all the way. 
As I foresaw, the 36th backed 
across the Kennon road, and when 
the Japs followed they thus cut off 
Col. Bonnett and his resting m ea 
The 26th continued its battling 
withdrawal until it reached and 
crossed the Bued river, below the 
east of Kos&rlo. 
Col. Bonnett and his men were 
isolated somewhere up the sac­ 
rificed Kennon road.

ROM MY NEW field headquar­ 
ters at Alcala, on the Agno 
river Just below the base of Lin­ 
gayen gulf, I ordered the battered 
and weary 26th cavalry relieved by

cavalrymen back to the village of 
Blnalonan to lick their wounds. 
They had suffered about 150 men 
killed and wounded in the fighting 
from Damortis to the Bued, and 
one troop of aibout IOO men had 
been detached and stationed at 
Bontoc In the mountains to keep 
the Japs from moving 
up Into 
Baguio by the Naguiltan road. 
Od the same afternoon. Dec. 23, 
I 
telephoned 
M acArthur’* 
head­ 
quarters, told them we had a brief 
breathing spell, aud suggested that 
my right flank and the whole line 
could be strengthened lf I could 
withdraw behind the Agno river. 
MacArthur sent immediate approv­ 
al. 
Then I told headquarters that I 
believed I could launch an attack 
from the Agno river line if I could 
have the services of my old Philip 
pine division. H eadquarters direct- j 
ed me to submit my plans for the 
counter-attack. 
"I'll get my plans there as soon 
as possible," I shouted Into th e| 
phone. "But give me an answer 
now on whether I get the Philip­ 
pine division.”
